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REMARKS 

Applicants thank Examiner Martinell for his time and 
consideration of the present application during the telephonic 
interview of June 30, 2009 with the undersigned. During the 
interview, the Notice of An Incomplete Reply was discussed. The 
Examiner agreed that the election of species was proper, i.e., 
the combination of CD18 and CD49B molecules in claim 31 and PSGL- 
1 in claim 32. However, the Examiner recommended amending claim 
32 for clarity. 

Accordingly, claim 32 has been amended for clarity. 

Claims 31-60 remain pending in the application. 

Claims 56-60 are provisionally withdrawn for being 
directed to non-elected subject matter.
